A COWBRIDGE man 
was among five 
servicemen who died in 
southern Afghanistan 
when their helicopter 
crashed. 

Captain Thomas Clarke, 30, a 
former Cowbridge 

Comprehensive School pupil, was 
also a member of the local ATC 
from the age of 13 to 15. 

Another man who died, Lance 
Cpl Oliver Thomas from Brecon, 
also had strong connections to the 
Vale, particularly in the farming 
community. 

The crash took place on April 
26, and the MoD confirmed the 
names of those who lost their lives 
as: Captain Thomas Clarke, 
Army Air Corps; Flight 
Lieutenant Rakesh Chauhan, 
Royal Air Force; Warrant Officer 
Class 2 Spencer Faulkner, Army 
Air Corps; Corporal James 
Walters, Army Air Corps and 
Lance Corporal Oliver Thomas, 
Intelligence Corps.

It was an absolute 
pleasure to fly with them and to 
discuss their work; it was also 
incredibly reassuring to meet 
such professional and enthusiastic 
members of their unit”. 

The MoD statement said: 
“Captain Tom Clarke was born in 
Cardiff. After studying for his A- 
Levels, he gained a degree in 
Biological Sciences at the 


University of Birmingham in 
2006. He enlisted as an Army 
Officer in May 2007, undertaking 
Officer Training at the Royal 
Military Academy Sandhurst. He 
graduated in April 2008, 
commissioning into the Army Air 
Corps as a Pilot. 

“He completed a short tour of 
Afghanistan prior to commencing 
flying training in July 2008. 

“He completed his helicopter 
pilot training in May 2010 and 
was posted to 661 Squadron and 
subsequently 652 Squadron to fly 
the Lynx. 

“Captain Clarke was posted to 
RAF Odiham in October 2013 
and has deployed on numerous 
occasions in support of training 
exercises. 

“An ambitious and competent 
young officer, he had a very 
bright and promising future in the 
Army”. 

His Commanding Officer said 
of him: “Captain Thomas Clarke 
was a fantastic young officer, full 
of life and immensely committed 
to his soldiers and friends.”

In 1988, council planners rejected development 
on this site, because access is next to the school 
entrance/exit, it extended the village boundary 
beyond reasonable limits, and it is useable 
farmland.

sewerage system for existing homes overflows 
discharge to the public road - a fact acknowledged 
by Welsh Water. 

If approved, it could pave the way for the six 
other proposed alternative residential site 
developments in Colwinston that would triple the 
size of the village to potentially 450 homes.

Man who survived 
coma praises work 
of the Mind charity 


TEN years ago, 
Nathan Hughes 
from Llantwit 
Major was the 
victim of an assault, 
that ended with 
him in a coma and 
fighting for his life. 

Nathan (42), who is 
still recovering, wants to 
thank a local 
organisation for its 
invaluable support over 
the years. 

He said: “Mind in the 
Western Vale have been 
an absolutely fantastic 
support to me.” 

A decade ago Nathan 
was an aspiring artist 
with plans for a new 
book, but that dream 
came to a shuddering 
halt one night. 

“I’d been to a pub in 
town and decided to 
have some chips on the 
way home. 

“While I was at the 
chip shop I was attacked. 
The assailant banged my 
head on the counter. 

“The attack continued 
outside and I hit my head 
on the concrete as I fell 
down which did most of 
the damage. 

“The ambulances 
were busy and I had to 
be taken to hospital in 
the back of the police

car - the police were 
really good. 

“I was in the Princess 
of Wales Hospital for 
two months - much of 
the time in an induced 
coma. 

“It was fifty-fifty as to 
whether I would 
survive.” 

For Nathan’s parents, 
Susan and Edward it was 
a dreadful time. 

“My parents were a 
fantastic support. I 
couldn’t wish for better.” 

When he came out of 
the coma Nathan 
embarked on bizarre

in 1933, still has its roof gardens, 
together with the Babylon 


Restaurant. 

The roof gardens were the dream 
child of the vice president of 
Barkers, Trevor Bowen, who 
employed landscape architect 
Ralph Hancock to realise his vision. 
The roof gardens employ over 100 
personnel, some of whom have 
been working there for over 30 
years. 

Departmental store, Whiteleys, 
by 1890 employed over 6,000 staff 
with the majority living in male and 
female dormitories, where they had 
to abide by 176 rules and working 
from 7am to 11pm, six days a 
week. 

William Whiteley claimed he 
could provide anything from a pin 


to an elephant. He was murdered in 
1907 by his alleged illegitimate son.

Turkey on less than $5 a day!

A LARGE brown snake suddenly 
appeared out of the bushes by the side of 
the path, paused, hissed, and then 
wriggled back the way it had come. 

It happened so quickly that most of the Turkish 
students didn’t see it but they knew something was 
going on from the couple of shrieks that the girls just 
in front of me made. 

But that was nothing to worry about; I was more 
concerned about the next ten kilometres of walking 
back to tzmit, through the forests of low trees on a 
stony path which overlooked the township far below. 

After half an hour we had already crawled 
through quite a few barbed wire fences in the cool, 
dry morning air and seen the scrape marks in the turf 
where wild pigs had left their mark and a couple of 
hours later, we stopped for lunch, to take in the view 
and refresh ourselves. 

I was pleased to be offered fruit, nuts and bottled 
water (the nuts were unshelled) and noted that 
nobody was drinking canned drinks or eating 
chocolate. 

The students weren’t smoking, they all seemed 
slim and fit and full of energy. Even when we’d 
finished the walk in the early afternoon sun, there 
was still a lot of energy in the group. Were all 
Turkish students like this group? I mused. These

didn’t seem like the students back home in Britain. 

I had volunteered my services as the teacher of 
spoken English for three weeks at the University of 
Kocaeli, by tzmet, in Turkey. 

I had never been to Turkey before; I spoke not a 
word of Turkish, I didn’t know any of the people 
who would be looking after me, or where I would be 
staying and I was paying for myself. 

Now what could possibly go wrong? But I also 
knew that the Rotary Club of Kocaeli-Golciik would 
be looking after me throughout my stay, because this 
was a Rotary project I had first noticed when 
trawling through the website in late January. I had 
a feeling it would all turn out okay. And so it did. 

My accommodation was a room in a downtown 
hotel in Kocaeli, right in the middle, about 200 
metres from the mosque. 

There were calls to prayer five times a day, with 
the first one being at half past five in the morning. I 
never overslept. 

My room was basic, and obviously had held some 
interesting guests before me. I found a screwdriver, 
a hammer, an umbrella and, on top of the wardrobe, 
a small dagger and some bits of hair. I did a 
thorough check around after I found the dagger, in 
case there was something else I really ought to know 
about in the room which might later turn out to be 
very important - but fortunately, found nothing else. 

The view from my window was uninspiring, 
being the backs of hotel blocks and offices. 

Eor three weeks, I would have breakfast every 
morning at the Bosnian bakery, ‘Bo§nak B 6 rek 9 i’, 
around the corner. Breakfast was tea without milk, 
with what looked like little sausage rolls but filled 
with spinach or sour cheese or mincemeat. 

I always had a cheerful welcome. “Good 
morning. Teacher!” And I would sit down amongst 
the early morning diners, who were drinking glasses 
of tea, smoking and watching the news on the big- 
screen TV. 

After breakfast, I would take the service bus up to 
the university, perched high in the hills, and see what 
the English department had got for me that day. 
There were some subjects I was told not to talk about 
to the students. No sex, no religion, no politics and 
no Ataturk, please. The founder of the modem 
Turkish state, with his omnipresent picture, next to a 
Turkish flag, was not deemed a suitable subject for 
discussion. 

How I spent my day varied. Some days I was 
very busy, with class after class, sometimes with 
three, and sometimes with 20 students, all bemused 
by a teacher who spoke English in a different way 
from what they were used to, and what’s more, 
spoke no Turkish at all. The fact I could get by in 
English, Erench, German, Spanish and maybe Welsh 
didn’t mean much to people who only spoke 
Turkish. 

And at the end of the day, I would climb onto the 
bus that took me back to my room in Kocaeli, and 
fall asleep for an hour before going out for a meal at 
a restaurant over the road, which served nothing but 
traditional Turkish food and where they spoke no 
English. 

Pickled red cabbage, green peppers, tomatoes, 
rice, pancakes, spicy meatballs, chicken kebabs and 
tiny, pale green peppers that burst with a nuclear 
intensity in your mouth became my evening meal. 

After all that, I would be back in my room and be 
fast asleep by ten pm, dreaming of cool, wet Wales 
under an urban Turkish sky. 

There were several invitations to dine with my 
hosts, and I had some very fine meals indeed. The 
tables would be groaning under the weight of the 
food, and the company was excellent. 

Obviously, the invitations only came from 
English speakers, but the Turkish hospitality was 
memorable, and we talked well into the night, and 
not surprisingly discovered we shared a lot of 
common ground. 

It’s just that some of the problems which seem so 
far away to us are much closer to them, and they 
worry like we do what will happen next. 

I did manage a couple of days sightseeing in 
Istanbul, seeing the Hagia Sofia and the Blue 


Mosque, but I didn’t go to Turkey to do tourist 
things. 

I went to help out with the English department at 
Kocaeli and try to get to know a little bit about the 
real Turkey. 

I met some very nice people, who were very 
hospitable. Thousands of miles away from home, 
and there were these people I’d never met before the 
beginning of April who were hugging me like a 
long-lost friend. 

The warmth of my welcome in Turkey was 
wonderful. And the country itself was a feast for my 
senses. 

I will never forget the noise, smells and bright 
colours of Kocaeli market in the late afternoon; the 
chaotic, honking, meandering traffic at rush hour; 
the shops which spilled out onto the pavement 
selling office furniture, groceries, shovels or maybe 
even firearms; the infinite numbers of pavement 
cafes serving glasses of tea and sweet biscuits - and 
the rich aroma of roasted meats; and the calls to 
prayer drifting above the busy streets from the 
minarets, five times a day in a cascade of exotic 
harmonies.

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Council responds 
to AM’s education 
budget concerns 


FOLLOWING a 
Freedom of 

Information 
request, regional 
Tory AM Andrew 
RT Davies says 
that the fall in 
school funding 
across the Vale is 
bigger than 

previously thought. 

He said that the 
formula allocations for 
secondary schools are 
down by more than £1.2 
million this year. 

Mr Davies said that 
the figures were 
“concerning” and that he 
was worried schools 
could be forced to take 
measures to balance 
their budgets that could 
undermine pupil 


education. 

He argued: “When

Gwyn (£153,381) and 
Stanwell (£5,704) saw 
their budgets increase 
for the year. 

Mr Davies said: 
“Despite claims to the 
contrary, real terms 
spending on Vale 
schools is down by well 
over a million pounds. 

“The Labour-Llantwit 
coalition is slashing 
school funding and any 
attempts to claim 
otherwise are 

deliberately misleading. 

“The cabinet has 
pointed to school 
numbers as an excuse 
for fluctuating figures 
but when my office 
spoke to Cowbridge 
Comprehensive, for 
example, we were told 
that school numbers this 
year were up - and yet 
they have faced a cut of 
almost £150,000. 

“I do understand that 
demographic changes 
prevent funding from 
remaining static, but 
Vale residents will be 
rightly furious that the 
council has chosen to cut 
school funding just 
weeks after hiking their 
council tax by 4.5 per 
cent.” 

Court Chris Elmore, 
cabinet member for 


children services said in 
response: “I am 

saddened that Mr 
Davies continues to play 
his petty political games 
with education in the 
Vale. 

“The Labour- 

Llantwit First run Vale 
Council has funded 
schools in the Vale 
above the IBA 
(recommended funding 
level set by Welsh 
Government) for the 
second year running and 
has met the ambitious 
funding commitment for 
schools which is set by 
the Welsh Labour 
Government. 

“This is in stark 
contrast with the policy 
of Mr Davies’ party, 
which has committed to 
a funding cut for 
education of 12 per cent 
if elected to run the 
Welsh Government, a 
proposal that Mr Davies 
is on record as 
supporting. 

“The previous 

Conservative 
administration which 
ran the council never 
met the recommended 
funding levels for Vale 
schools - let alone 
exceeded them. If he 
does have concerns 
about education funding 
in the Vale, then it is a 
shame Mr Davies didn’t 
raise these while his 
party colleagues were in 


control of the council 
and the funding level 
was never met. 

“Specifically relating 
to Mr Davies ’ comments 
regarding Cowbridge 
Comprehensive, again 
Mr Davies continues to 
mislead residents;

“I would appeal to 
Mr Davies to stop 
playing with statistics 
and start apologising to 
the people of the Vale for 
his support of his 
Conservative 
colleagues’ record- 
breaking cuts in funding 
to Wales, which are 
having a real impact on 
front line services, 
including education.’’

CRUISES from Penarth Pier, re-introduced 
by Cardiff Cruises after a break of several 
decades, were welcomed by regional AM, 
Andrew RT Davies - only for the company to 
cast doubt on when they might go ahead. 

Mr Davies said: “The transformation at Penarth 
Pier has been quite remarkable, and this news is a 
timely boost to the local area as we enter the 
summer season.” 

However, yesterday (April 30), the company 
announced that the boat trips were in “jeopardy”. 
A statement explained that fundraising for a new 
gangway had been slower than anticipated, leaving 
the company unsure of when they will set sail.

MAN (30) IS 
JAILED FOR 
‘GROOMING* 
15-YEAR-OLDS 


A PAEDOPHILE 
who had repeatedly 
breached a court 
order banning him 
from having 

contact with 

children under 16 
has been jailed for 
20 months at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Christopher Davies, 
30, was said to have 
taken a boy and a girl, 
both aged 15, to his 
home in Lake View 
Close, Porthcawl, where 
he “groomed them”. 

Judge Huw Davies 
QC said: “A man of 30 
does not strike up 
friendships with 15- 
year-olds and invite 
them to his flat for an 
innocent reason. He was 
grooming them.” 

Davies pleaded guilty 
to two charges of 
breaching a sexual 
offences prevention 
order. 

It was made in 
January 2011 when he 
was sentenced to three 
years and four months 
for 17 offences including 
rape, committing a 
serious sexual offence, 
indecent assault and 
committing acts of gross 
indecency involving 
boys and girls.

Prosecutor David 
Pinnell said the order 
banned him from having 
custody, care or contact 
with any child under 16 
unless supervised by 
social services. 

In the current case, 
said Mr Pinnell, the 
boy’s mother was told he 
had met a “new friend” 
in Porthcawl public 
library. 

She was unaware of 
Davies’ background. 

Sometime after, 

continued Mr Pinnell, 
the boy ran away from 
home. 

The police made 
enquiries and 

interviewed the boy who 
confirmed that he had 
been to Davies’ flat with 
a girl on six occasions 
when they had played 
computer games and 
sometimes had shared a 
cannabis joint. 

The boy, said Mr 
Pinnell, was always 
accompanied by the girl 
and never alone. 


Davies denied to the 
police supplying them 
with cannabis and 
claimed the children had 
brought the drug along 
themselves. 

He also said there was 
no ulterior motive in 
associating with them. 

At this point, the 
Judge said: “The use of 
cannabis was a sinister 
element, and he was in 
the early stages of a 
grooming process.” 

Davies’ solicitor, 
Rhodii Chudleigh, said: 
“He acknowledges it has 
to be immediate 
custody.” 

The Judge said that 
Davies had struck up 
friendships in “stark 
contravention” of the 
sexual offences 

prevention order. 

And, he said, what 
occurred horrified the 
parents of the children. 

Said the Judge: “You 
are in denial still of the 
circumstances of the 
offences.” 

He was disqualified 
from working with 
children for life, and the 
original order is to last 
indefinitely.

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

Concerns over out-of-hours 
care shows need for cheinge 


T here have been 
two recent reports 
which have again 
caused me concern over 
the health services being 
provided to residents in 
the Vale. 

One was the statement by 
the local Community Health 
Council (CHC) which 
described the out-of-hours GP 
service in the Vale as 
‘diabolical’. 

The other related to 
handover times from 
ambulance to hospital care. 

I receive many complaints 
from residents in the Vale of 
Glamorgan about out-of-hours 
care. I understand that after 
lam there are only one GP and 
one nurse based at the UHW 
site available to cover the 
population of Cardiff and the 
Vale. 

Originally the cover was 
provided by two GPs in the 
Vale and two in Cardiff, with 
one GP ‘out on the road’ in 
each area. 

Over the Easter Bank 
holiday, one parent of a young 
baby needed out-of-hours care. 
They had to wait five hours for 
a call back from a GP on duty. 
The target time is to be within 
one hour. This, of course, has 
derived from the privatisation 
of out-of-hours care that was 
introduced 10 years ago. 

This naturally leads people 
to attend A&E rather than seek 
assistance locally. This

obviously adds pressure to an 
already overstretched 
emergency department. 

As we have also seen this 
week, waiting times at local 
hospitals that service the Vale 
have failed to meet the Welsh 
Government target handover 
time. 

The Vale did not come out 
well from this report either, 
with 76 patients waiting for 
over four hours to be 
transferred for emergency care. 

The report highlights that 29 
patients waited over four hours, 
with 569 waiting for more than 
two hours. 

This is not acceptable and 
the obvious knock-on effect is 
a poor ambulance response 


times when the vehicles are 
being tied up at hospitals with 
patients they are unable to 
transfer. 

I have been so worried that I 
met recently with the Local 
Health Board about Barry 
Hospital, which included 
discussions about out-of-hours 
care. There are concerns that 
the Vale has no cover at some 
periods. We should not suffer 
because of the dominance of 
Cardiff or administrative 
bureaucracy. 

I highlighted again with the 
Local Health Board that 
residents to the west of 
Cowbridge and as far south as 
Llantwit Major are particularly 
at risk as all of the out-of-hours 
care is based in Barry and 
Cardiff. 

The administrative boundary 
is the Ogmore River, meaning 
that residents in Ogmore by 
Sea have to travel to Barry - 
this is designed to suit 
bureaucrats, not patients. I have 
long called for the western Vale 
to be serviced through the 
Princess of Wales Hospital. 

I fear we are experiencing 
the impact of cuts to the health 
budget here in Wales. The 
Welsh Government is the only 
administration across the whole 
of the UK to cut health spend. 

These reports have echoed 
many feelings that the system 
should be overhauled. I want 
service commissioners to 
address this as a matter of 
urgency and will do all I can to 
deliver a change locally.

The First Step to a Better Smile 
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NHS in Wales: HEALTH MINISTER RESPONDS 


THE NHS in Wales has 
been battered and 
bruised in recent 
months, with a stream 
of bad publicity over 
patient care standards. 

Proposed 
reorganisation of the 
service has also been a 
controversial topic, so 
The GEM invited the 
Welsh Government 
Health Minister, Mark 
Drakeford, to address 
the issues and write a 
column exclusively for 
our readers. 

AST month 
marked my 
first year in 
post as Health 
Minister. When I 
took up this role, I 
knew it would be a 
challenging one - 
health is one of the 
busiest portfolio 
areas in the Welsh 
Government and 
takes up more than 
40 per cent of the 
budget. 


I started this job with 
three priorities. I wanted 
to realise health board 
plans for NHS 
reconfiguration; I 
wanted to see Wales- 
first legislation on the 
statute books, and I 
wanted to put NHS 
Wales’ finances on a 
three-year cycle. 

I am proud of the fact 
Wales will become the 
first country in the UK 
to introduce deemed 
consent for organ 
donation, as set out in 
the Human 

Transplantation (Wales) 
Bill. 

I strongly believe this 
piece of legislation will 
improve the lives of the 
hundreds of people on 
the transplant waiting 
list now and in the 
future by increasing the 
number of organs 
available for 
transplantation. 

Wales has also 
become the first country 
in the UK to display 
food hygiene scores 
publically so people can 
make an informed 


choice about where they 
buy and eat their food, 
thanks to a law passed 
in Cardiff Bay. 

I came to the post of 
Health Minister in the 
midst of health boards’ 
discussions about 
modernising the way 
health services are 
provided across Wales. 

Change is not easy 
for the public, or for 
NHS staff. As a nation, 
we are emotionally 
invested in the bricks 
and mortar of the health 
service, but a modem 
NHS doesn’t rely on 
every hospital providing 
every service possible. 

In south Wales, good 
progress on hospital 
service reconfiguration 
is being made. The 
process to date has been 
clinically-led and there 
has been significant 
involvement from the 
public. 

Plans for service 
changes have yet to be 
finalised, but I feel real 
progress has been made. 
In conversations 
throughout Wales I

now hear discussions 
about what needs to 
change, rather than 
dissent about the need 
for change at all. 

In terms of finances, 
the National Health 
Service Finance (Wales) 
Act, which became law 
in January, allows 
health boards to plan 
and make financial 
decisions over a three- 
year period, instead of 
the former 12-month 
regime. 

This will allow the 
NHS to a take a longer, 
more strategic approach 
towards financial, 
service and workforce 
planning. 

Looking ahead to my 
next year as Health 
Minister, I am sure there 
will be fresh challenges 
on the horizon and some 
more familiar ones too. 

During my first 12 
months, I was 
committed to easing the 
pressure on unscheduled 
care. The NHS made 
some real progress in 
preparing for and 
responding to winter 
pressures this year. 

The winter may not 
have been as cold as last 
year, but the rain and 
substantial flooding it 
brought in January and 
February had a 


significant impact on 
the ambulance service, 
affecting its ability to 
respond to 999 calls. 

Health boards 
worked hard to plan for 
the season, working 
with local authorities 
and the ambulance 
service throughout the 
year to put in place 
detailed contingency 
plans. 

As a result, every 
measure of emergency 
care was better this 
winter than last - A&E 
waits, ambulance 
handovers, cancelled 
operations and delayed 
transfers of care, which 
have reached a 10-year 
low. 

There have been 
achievements and 
improvements, but I 
reiterate my 
commitment to finding 
a satisfactory, long-term 
solution to this issue. 

Prudent healthcare is 
going to feature heavily 
in my plans for the NHS 
in the next year and 
beyond. We need to 
work to a principle 
often called minimum 
appropriate intervention, 
which means patients 
are treated at a level 
necessary for addressing 
their condition. 

The prudent approach 
to medicine is not about 
rationing - it is an 
ethical approach to 
healthcare which fits the 
needs and circumstances 
of patients and actively 
avoids wasteful care 


which is not to patients’ 
benefit. 

I will also 

concentrate on primary 
care and the ongoing 
drive to move more care 
out of hospital and 
closer to patients’ 
homes. 

On the legislation 
front, the public health 
White Paper, which 
contains some radical 
proposals to help 
improve Wales’ health, 
including a minimum 
unit price for alcohol 


and putting the use of e- 
cigarettes on a par with 
tobacco products and 
restricting their use in 
public places, has 
started its journey. 

I would encourage 
everyone to get 
involved in the 
consultation and have 
their say on the 
proposals. 

The NHS in Wales, 
like every other health 
service in the UK, has 
its issues, but that 
should not detract from 


the excellent work done 
by the tens of thousands 
of staff who ensure 
patients are treated with 
dignity and compassion 
every day. 

I am immensely 
proud of the NHS in 
Wales and everyone 
who works for it. We 
have made a lot of 
progress together over 
the last year to improve 
services and care for 
patients. 

Together, we will 
make a whole lot more.

Mann and Diaz 
bring laughter in 
The Other Woman

for a female actress 
to head up a studio 
comedy, the first 
person many would 
turn to would be 
Cameron Diaz. 

While a credible 
actress in her own right, 
Diaz carries off comedy 
exceptionally well, and 
her latest effort. The 
Other Woman, sees her 
play Carly, who hooks 
up with Mark (Nikolaj 
Coster-Waldau). 
However, she soon 
discovers Mark is 
married to Kate (Leslie 
Mann), and the pair 
decide to turn the tables 
on the shifty man. 

When a second affair 
with Amber (Kate 
Upton) is discovered, 
she too joins the pair in 
meting out justice to 
Mark... 


The set-up for The 
Other Woman sounds (at 
least to these masculine 
ears) tired and boring, a 
case of retreading 
ground that the likes of 
The Women have 
already trampled with 
little laughter and even 
less subtlety. However, 
saddling said premise 
with skilled performers 
results in a fluffy and 
satisfying comedy that 
may be slightly muddled 
in the message it’s trying 
to put across, but makes 
for a diverting and 
amusing film. 

Much of the credit 
lies in the work of the 
actors on show, none of 
whom are stretching 
themselves, but aren’t 
required to. Top of the 
class is Leslie Mann, an 
actress who is always 
watchable, and who 
seems to be getting the 
chance to impress in 
films that aren’t 
produced by her 
husband, Judd Apatow. 

Her character is the 
pivot of the film, a 
woman who takes her

cheating other half and 
conjures up ways to 
make him pay, and 
Mann raises plenty of 
laughs in her 
performance, the brittle 
wife becoming 
empowered by her 
actions. 

Cameron Diaz is her 
dependable self, the 
closest thing this genre 
has to a safe pair of 
hands, and shares with 
Mann a satisfying 
chemistry - their odd 
couple bonding over 
their desire to see Mark 
get his comeuppance. 

Diaz plays it a little 
straighter, Mann 
handling much of the 
laughs, but her 
performance 
complements Mann very 
well. 

Nikolaj Coster- 
Waldau does a neat line 
in dashing, horrible men, 
as Game of Thrones fans 
will attest to, and he 
adds a sense of comedic 
styling to this, creating 
the sort of character you 
will love to hate and be 
glad of when he finally 
gets what is coming to 
him, the actor offering a 
very good performance. 

Meanwhile, Kate 
Upton shows some 
potential, the model 
having little to do other 
than wear a bikini and 


look glamorous, but she 
has a few moments to 
shine in a turn that is 
better than expected. 

The film is directed 
with very little identity 
by Nick Cassavetes 
(director of The 
Notebook, perhaps the 
finest example ever of a 
gender-bridging ‘chick 
flick’), the film visually 
anonymous and edited to 
feature a musical cue 
every time the dialogue 
dries up. The jokes do 
hit home, but the film 
looks so overtly glossy 
and stylised - it’s not 
likely to be discussed by 
film students in years to 
come. 

While the script is 
witty, and generates a 
decent amount of laughs, 
much of this lies more in 
the performances than in 
the actual writing. 
Melissa Stack’s script 
doesn’t really have much 
substance to it, the 
humour lacking any real 
bite, while the message 
of the film (a woman 
doesn’t need a man, just 
female friends) gets 
somewhat obscured, 
come a conclusion that 
involves a bikini-clad 
bottom and a kiss. 

However, as 
undemanding, female¬ 
centric comedies go. The 
Other Woman is a 
pleasing watch; it looks 
great on the surface, but 
any attempt to delve any 
deeper is pointless and 
needless. 

VERDICT: A bubbly 
comedy that gets a 
massive boost from its 
strong cast. The Other 
Woman is a likeable film 
that delivers humour in 
the most undemanding 
way possible. Ignore the 
deeper issues that muddy 
its message, and instead 
just sit back and watch 
the likes of Cameron 
Diaz and Leslie Mann 
do their comedy thing. 
Enjoyable.

WHEN my 
daughter passed 
the 11-plus, I asked 
what she would 
like as a reward, 
and she decided 
she would like to 
go to Rome. 

So that is what we 
did! It was the most 
rewarding experience - 
with the magnificence 
of St Peter’s, the 
Colosseum where so 
many poor souls had 
fought for their lives 
against the odds, and 
the romantic gesture of 
the coin throwing in the 
Trevi fountain. 

On my daughter’s 
sixth birthday, we 
bought her a miniature 
poodle, that would 
prove to be the 
beginning of a love 
affair with the breed. 

We had someone who 
would come to our 
home to clip ‘Popsy’ 
and her two puppies but 
one day I decided to 
have a go myself. 

Having bought the 
best equipment I could 
find, I didn’t do very 
well the first couple of 
times.

New plans for Vale 
libraries could 
trigger war of words 


A WAR of words is likely in the 
next few weeks as the Vale Council 
considers proposals to reconfigure 
library services - a move that 
hopes to save £500,000 from the 
council’s budget. 

While unions representing staff are 
concerned about proposed reduced opening 
hours, and the consequent cut in wages, the 
council is presenting the new plan in a 
much more positive light, describing it as a 
“radical redesign”. 

The plan was considered by the Vale 
Council cabinet on Monday (April 28) and 
the cabinet is emphasising that no decision 
will be taken until after a consultation 
period. 

A council spokesman said: “The radical 
redesign looks to bring the Vale’s library 
services into the 21st century. The plans, 
informed by the recent library review will 
see Wi-Fi service upgraded and extended 
and digital services such as e-books pushed 
to the fore. 

“Under the proposals, no libraries in the 
Vale will close but instead new proposals to 
work in partnership with communities can 
be agreed”. 

St Athan, Dinas Powys, Sully and 
Wenvoe are the ones which could become 
community libraries, run in partnership 
between local volunteers with support from 
the council. 

This option will be dependent upon 
further negotiations and consultation with 
various organisations and community 
councils in the areas concerned. 

The council suggests that partnerships on 
this model could even see libraries opened 
out of hours for book clubs or children’s 
activities as a result of extra flexibility. 

However, the council is clearly hoping to 
make significant savings by cutting the 
opening hours of five main libraries - 
Barry, Cowbridge, Llantwit Major, Penarth 
and Rhoose.

The report considered by the cabinet said 
that ‘footfall’ in libraries is low in the early 
morning and later in the day, so these are 
where the cuts in opening hours will fall. 

It seems unlikely that libraries will open 
before 10am, and they will also close 
earlier. 

The Welsh Conservative Assembly 
Leader, Andrew RT Davies, is concerned 
about this and said: “Libraries play a vital 
role in our communities and while that role 
has changed over the years, they remain 
important for both cultural and social 
reasons. 

“It’s not just about making books 
available and fostering a love of reading, 
whether for pleasure or educational 
purposes. 

“Libraries are social and cultural 
community hubs - hosting community 
groups, schoolchildren and providing 
access to the internet for job seekers or 
families who are not online. 

“I have deep concerns over these plans. 
Whilst understanding the need to make 
savings at council level, I worry that 
restricting opening hours and cutting the 
budget for books will make libraries less 
accessible to the community. 

“These plans are due to affect opening 
hours at five libraries and I would urge 
people from Barry, Penarth, Cowbridge, 
Llantwit Major and Rhoose who use these 
services to write to their local councillors 
and make their views known.” 

Coun Neil Moore, Leader of the Vale 
Council, said: “The way in which our 
residents use libraries is changing. This 
fact, coupled with the financial pressures 
that the council is currently facing, has 
prompted a radical re-think of how we 
provide library services. 

“The outcome of this is a new way of 
working that will not only secure the future 
of all of the Vale’s libraries, but also 


broaden their appeal to bring in a new 
generation of library users. 

“I would urge anyone interested to read 
the cabinet report in full and not listen to 
any rumours, or false and misleading 
information, that appears to be spreading 
on this subject, ” Coun Moore stated. 

“It should be emphasised that there will 
be full consultation on the ‘proposed 
strategy’, which looks to find innovative 
solutions to the huge financial pressures 
facing local authorities across Wales, rather 
than just closing services down. 

“The council is fully committed to the 
future of library services and has also 
committed over £300,000 to refurbish 
library buildings to ensure a quality service 
for local residents, and we will continue to 
do everything within our power to support 
the Vale”s libraries.” 

Coun Chris Franks of Plaid, who 
represents Dinas Powys, said: “The way 
that the community and the staff have been 
treated is very worrying. Local councillors 
have been kept in the dark. 

“To say that libraries are closing 
elsewhere is not a reason to downgrade 
Dinas Powys or, indeed, other Vale 
libraries. In fact, there has just been a 
government grant to improve libraries 
across Wales, including Llantwit as well as 
Grangetown. 

“Having behaved in this manner, why 
does the Vale think that volunteers will now 
step into the breach and assist? 

“There is a lot of anger in Dinas Powys 
about the attitude of the Vale Council and 
goodwill is now in short supply.” 

The council plans will also see a ‘pop¬ 
up’ library service started in the Barry 
area. This service, which will be run by the 
Vale Council in partnership with Barry 
Town Council, will visit care homes and 
community centres and enable residents 
with mobility issues to access library 
services, lost when the previous Vale-wide 
service was withdrawn.

Vale will be a test 
case for Assembly 
bus network trial

Transport Minister 
Edwina Hart announced 
two trials, where the 
Vale Council, and also 
Ceredigion, will each 
receive £100,000 to 
tackle the problem of 
rural networks. 

The trials will run for 
a year and be evaluated 
by the Bus Policy 
Advisory Group, who 
will then advise the 
Minister on what 
schemes could be rolled- 
out nationally. 

The Vale Council is to 
investigate a number of 
schemes, including: 

• How to encourage 
new fare-paying 
passengers to use rural 
public transport. 

• Establishing a 
scheduling and booking 
system for public 
transport, with ICT

“It is asking a lot of 
the Vale council to turn 
bus services around with 
this sum - akin to 
sending a fire fighter in 
to tackle a forest fire 
with a damp flannel.” 

Mr Davies said the 
focus on increasing take- 
up of rural services was 
welcome - but missed 
the point that in many 
areas there simply are no 
bus services: 

“I welcome the focus 
on encouraging local 
people to use rural bus 
routes more regularly 
but in some instances 
there simply are no 
buses for them to use. 

“I genuinely hope that 
these schemes are 
successful because it is 
vital that people can 
access work, education 
and other public services 
but recent cuts to 
funding by the Welsh 
Government have hit the 
Vale hard. 

“The Minister needs 
to go further and look 
again at the new system 
they have introduced to 
calculate operators’ 
subsidies.”

unaffected as is 
reasonably practicable. 

“The strike dates 
coincide with a bank

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South Wales Police remember 

Brave bobbies who 
fell in the Great War 


THE South Wales 
Police plan to 
commemorate the 
100th anniversary 
of the outbreak of 
the First World War 
by remembering the 
serving police 
officer officers who 
fell. 

Its museum, based at 
police headquarters in 
Bridgend, want the 
public to help gather 
information about 

serving officers from 
predecessor forces who 
fought and died during 
World War One. 

All stories and 
information collected, 
including photographs, 
letters and newspaper 
coverage from that time, 
will be shared with the 
public via www.south- 
wales .police .uk/moreabo 
utus/museum, a 

spokesperson said. 

Volunteer researchers 
are busy exploring the 
collection of records held 
in the force museum and 
other museums in Wales 
that house information 
relating to the police 
service and the police 
officers who made the 
ultimate sacrifice. 

They have already 
unearthed numerous 
stories, including that of 
Comp any-Sergeant- 
Major Richard Thomas, 
of Bridgend, who was a 
former police officer for 
the Glamorgan 

Constabulary. 

In a news article which 
featured in the 
Glamorgan Gazette, on 
July 21,1916, we read 
that his death was 
announced by 

Regimental-Sergeant- 
Major John Thomas, who 
was his fellow police 
sergeant at Bridgend. 

In a letter to his wife 
written on July 10 he 
said: “Just a line to let 
you know that I am all 
right. Wish I could say 
the same about the other 
boys. Poor Dick Thomas 
was killed yesterday 
morning where the big 
fighting that you read 
about in the newspapers 
is going on. Captain

Herdman and he were 
leading the company into 
action, and Dick was 
about the first to be 
knocked over. 

“The captain was 
wounded. Bob Harris 
was also killed near the 
same spot. Trinder was 
wounded, and is now in 
hospital. No doubt this 
will come as a terrible 
shock to Mrs Thomas. 

“Colonel Smith is all 
right but we are very 
upset over the loss of 
Dick. He used to keep us 
all alive with his jokes.” 

The ‘Bob Harris’ 
referred to (also 

exceedingly popular 
amongst the officers and 
men of the Glamorgan 
Constabulary) was 
formerly Sergeant RJ 
Harris, who was 

stationed at Aberkenfig 
and for a time at 
Nantymoel. Both were 
in the same battalion of 
the Welsh regiment. 

Sergeant Dick Thomas 
was also well known as 
the Bridgend, Mountain 
Ash and Welsh 
international rugby 
forward. 

Director of Legal 
Services Gareth Madge 
said: “During the First 
World War, many serving 
police officers from the 
Glamorgan, Swansea, 
Merthyr Tydfil, Neath 
and Cardiff 

Constabularies found 
themselves serving King 
and Country. 

“We have already 
unearthed a wealth of 
information relating to 
the police officers who 
served during World War 
One, which includes 
those mentioned in 
dispatches and 

recognised for acts of 
gallantry.” 



Officers such as 
Private David Charles 
Grant who died age 26 on 
September 27, 1915. 

Grant, who was the son 
of William Thomas and 
Emily Grant of High St, 
Barry was also an officer 
of the Glamorgan 
Constabulary serving in 
Llantrisant, Bridgend, 
Porthcawl and Llantwit 
Major and described as 
“a very popular” and 
“discreet and capable 
constable”. 

He was congratulated 


in an article published on 
Friday October 22, 1915 
for receiving a DCM in 
the field for acts of 
conspicuous bravery. 

Grant is reported to 
have taken part in a 
memorable attack on 
Loos and also in the 
storming of Hill 70, 
where he distinguished 
himself by several acts of 
bravery, including 
bringing to safety a 
wounded comrade under 
a perfect hail of shell and 
machine gun fire. 

Gareth Madge added: 
“We want to make sure 
we uncover as much 
information as possible 
about our proud history 
and the many men who 
served both the force and 
their country ensuring 
they are not forgotten.”

PROVING the 
value of an all-

Council’s parking fine 
restraint wins approval 


SOUTH Wales Central AM and 
Leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives, Andrew RT 
Davies, has expressed his 
concern over the sums 
generated by Welsh councils 
from parking charges. 

He said that treating parking as a 
“cash cow” would harm local high 
streets. 

In figures, the Vale Council is 
shown as the second lowest earner 
from parking charges in Wales. 

The figures were published by the 
RAC Foundation, whose analysis of 
Welsh Government data has shown 
that Welsh councils generated £30 
million last year from parking 
charges. 

The Vale generated £318,000 
compared to high earning Cardiff 
which raised £6.2 million. 

Mr Davies said: “It is somewhat 
concerning that councils across Wales 


appear to be generating huge revenue 
streams through parking charges. 

“I appreciate that some of the 
money collected through charges will 
be used to improve facilities or to pay 
for services, but prohibitive prices can 
have a damaging impact upon local 
high streets - particularly given the 
emerging trend for out of town 
shopping centres with free parking. 

“This may be less of an issue in 
city-centres like Cardiff, but for high 
streets like Barry and Cowbridge, the 
availability of reasonably priced 
parking is essential, especially when 
public transport connections are often 
poor.” 

Mr Davies said he was “pleased 
that the Vale Council had so far 
resisted the opportunity to treat 
parking as a cash cow, a move that 
would harm local high streets and the 
wider Vale economy”.

Andrea Gordon, of 
Guide Dogs Cymru and a 
guide dog owner herself, 
said: “Audio 

announcements on buses 
make a huge difference 
to passengers with sight 
loss. Guide Dogs wants 
all buses to be Talking 
Buses, fitted with on¬ 
board audio-visual 
technology which 
announces bus routes, 
destinations and next 
stops. 

“We also want more 
training for bus drivers, 
so they know how to 
support passengers who 
are blind and partially 
sighted.”

John Mathias, who 
hails from Tenby, is bred 
into the sport. His 
grandfather Ered Mathias 
and father Philip were 
both leading amateur 
riders and the one thing 
he has in common with 
his father is that they are 
both recipients of the 
Wilkinson Sword 

Trophy, which is 
awarded to the leading 
riders under 21.

In other words, they 
have volunteered! Do 
this and prove to the 
people who elect you 
that you are prepared to 
operate as you ask others 
to do. I await your 
response.

Dutch rughy team 
highlights June 
Armed Forces Day 


THE Dutch visiting side from 
s-Hertogenbosch proved 
emphatic winners over Army 
Reserve (Wales) in what could 
become an annual rugby event. 

The Dutch side was handicapped by 
losing no less than 10 players called 
for duty with their national side, but 
even so managed an 18-11 victory over 
the fledgling Army Reserve side. 

The game, billed as the opener to the 
run-up to Armed Eorces Day Wales on 
June 28 was played at Cowbridge 
between two teams mindful of the 
significant historic implications of the 
meeting. 

“It is important that we keep the 
remembrance,” said Dutch team 
organiser Maikel Weyes, who is also a 
committee member of the Society of 
October 1944, responsible for the 
city’s commemorations. 

“This game was suggested by the 
Armed Eorces Day organisers and of 
course we had to accept. Hopefully 
next year, a team will come out to us 


from Wales and we will keep the 
connection going.” 

In 1944, 70 years ago, the largely 
Territorial 53rd Welsh Division 
liberated s-Hertogenbosch with a loss 
of over 146 lives. 

The Dutch city has never forgotten, 
and each year celebrates its liberation. 
But 70 years on, the number of 
veterans still alive has dwindled and 
reluctantly the city has decided that 
this year will be the last big 
commemoration. 

In June, the mayor of s- 
Hertogenbosch will lead an 80-strong 
band and 100-strong choir, as well as a 
group of some 22 cyclists, who will 
cycle from s-Hertogenbosch to Wales 
carrying with them a Davy lamp that 
will have been lit from the eternal 
flame at the local British War 
Cemetery (where those killed in 
liberating the city are buried) to take 
part in Armed Forces Day in Cardiff.

A LLANTWIT 
MAJOR man is 
captaining south 
Wales’ only male 
roller derby team, 
and says the sport 
is making great 
progress now after 
three hard years 
getting it off the 
ground. 

In fact, the south 
Wales men made up a 
large part of the team 
when Wales recently 
competed at the first 
men’s Roller Derby 
World Cup, held in 
Birmingham in March 

A total of 15 teams 
competed from all over 
the world, with skaters 
coming from the USA, 
Japan, Canada, 
Argentina, Australia and 
all over Europe, with 
Wales attending as the 
smallest nation. 

Charlie Hopkin, the 
captain, a local lad from 
Llantwit Major, has 
been working to 
establish a south Wales 
team (called SWS - the 
South Wales Siliures). 

The majority of the 
squad is local, and they 
train in Cogan Leisure 
Centre. 

Charlie said: “The 
boys fought hard for 
their country to make 
their mark on the 
inaugural tournament. 
They were sixth, 
narrowly missing out on 
fifth place to Australia 
by one point in a nail 
biting finish.” 

The GEM asked if 
getting a 
quintessentially 
American sport off the 
ground in the UK was 
difficult, and Charlie 
said; “Most people pull 
a funny face and ask 
about the James Caan 
film Rollerball 
whenever the sport 
roller derby is 
mentioned. 

“Despite a continued 
growth in popularity 
throughout Wales and 
the rest of the UK, the 
sport is largely unheard 
of. 

“Eor those that have 
experienced it first hand 
though, it is obvious 
that roller derby is here 
to stay. 


“Its fast-paced and 
hard -itting nature 
draws the attention of 
most who have attended 
a game”. 

He continued: “These 
days, the sport has 
developed into a 
complicated but fun 
melee of ‘blockers’ 
(whos role is self 
explanatory) and 
‘jammers’ (the less 
obviously named point 
scorers) whizzing about 
a flat oval track 
competing to score 
points by passing 
opponents. 

“The jammers are the 
only players eligible to 
score, and they do so by 
passing opposing 
players, there is one 
jammer on track for 
each team during the 
two-minute ‘jams’. 

“The remaining four 
blockers of each team 
must try and help their 
jammer through the 
defence of the 
opposition’s pack, while 
simultaneously trying to 
block the opposing 
Jammer.” 

He continued: “This 
addictive, high octane 
sport has been 
pioneered in south 
Wales by a dedicated 
group of ladies who call 
themselves the Tiger 
Bay Brawlers. 

“During the early 
days of their rise to 
become one of the top 
seeded competing teams 
in Europe, the brawlers 
recruited and trained a 
handful of guys to help 


out refereeing their 
games. 

“After realising how 
much fun the ladies 
were having, it wasn’t 
long before there were 
talks of starting our 
very own team”. 

Charlie conceded: “It 
is a tough job trying to 
recruit guys for a roller 
derby team when 
nobody has heard of the 
sport; it is primarily 
played by women. 

“It seemed like an 
impossible task at 


times, but after three 
years (give or take) of 
perseverance, empty 
sessions, last minute 
hall bookings, chalked 
tracks and lots of sweat, 
the south Wales derby 
scene is looking strong. 

“Its first men’s roller 
derby team SWS 
(Welsh for kiss) - The 
South Wales Silures, 
now has upwards of 20 
regular members, and 
recently contributed a 
large portion of the 
Welsh team who took 


part in the inaugural 
roller derby world cup 
in Birmingham in 
March.”

WHAT a 

frustrating week for 
Cowbridge - last 
Wednesday we 
entertained old 
rivals Llantwit 
Major at the 
Athletic Field. 

Despite good progress 
in the SWALEC Bowl, 
Cowbridge are now in a 
bit of a dogfight at the 
lower end of the table. 

Following a fine 
victory against 

Bryncethin at the 
beginning of the month, 
defeats against against 
table toppers Clwb Rygbi 
and St Josephs left us one 
point ahead of 
Bryncethin and six points 
ahead of Tonyrefail, both 
teams suddenly picking 
up bonus points in the 
last few games, which 
makes Wednesday night's 
three point defeat bitterly 
disappointing. 

At 9-13 down at half 


time and 9-19 down with 
20 minutes to go, 

Cowbridge stormed 
back with two tries from

Veteran Dewi 
Edwards replaced Richie 
Howson. 

Good defence by Alex 
Jones and scrum half 
Tom James and some 
barnstorming runs by 
Geraint Thomas, Rhod 
Walker and Tom James 
took Cowbridge up to the 
10 metre line followed 
by a Cowbridge penalty 
up to the 22. 

A superb take and 
drive by captain Matt 
Wright should have led 
to a try but with the 
Cowbridge scrum 

beginning to creak 
Llandaff won the ensuing 
scrum five and broke out 
of their 22. 

A kick by their No. 10 
and a fumble in defence 
by Cowbridge led to 
Llandaff s third try. Matt 
Logsdon came on but 
with Cowbridge seeming 
to have gone to sleep 
Llandaff soon scored 
their fourth try from a tap 
penalty.

COWBRIDGE 
TOWN FC won a 
dramatic match with 
Cardiff Airport on 
penalties last Sunday, 
and in the process 
lifted the Barry Cup 
for the first time in 
their history. 

From the first mi nutes 
the match was an 
enthralling encounter, as 
fired up Town took the 
game to their opponents 
with grit and 
determination. 

It was an approach 
which was necessary, 
after Cowbridge had 
suffered two defeats to 
the same opposition this 
season, and haven’t 
enjoyed success over 
Cardiff Airport in their 
two recent seasons in the 
VOGAFL Premier 
league. 

Despite their underdog 
tag however. Town made 
far much more of the 
running in the opening 
quarter. Lloyd Lewis, 
Luke Degabriel and 
Craig Burrows sparkled 
in midfield, offering their 
side complete control of 
the opening exchanges. 

After narrowly failing 
to convert two gilt edged 
chances Town finally 
took a moral boosting 
lead through the 
finishing instinct of 
striker Ali Maurice, who 
slid the ball home after 
good work from Jack 
Gavin on the left hand 
side. 

Cardiff Airport 
seemed shell-shocked at 
Cowbridge Town’s 
ferocity, and struggled to 
exert any sort of control 
on the match. It was thus 
doubly disappointing for 
Cowbridge Town that 
they conceded an 
equaliser from a soft free 
kick which luckily 
bounced into the path of 
the onrushing striker to 
poke home the leveller. 

The goal was a blow 
to Town and the rest of 
the first half became a far 
more even affair, despite 
neither side carving out 
any more significant 
chances. 

The second half began 
brightly for Cardiff 
Airport, who looked to 
press on and find the win 
which they would have 
expected pre-match.

endeavour, as the clock 
ticket down to 90 
minutes it seemed almost 
a certainty that it would 
be put down as a brave 
defeat from Town. 

However, as the ball 
reached the feet of 
goalscorer Ali Maurice 
the striker lifted a neat 
ball over the back four 
into the path of substitute 
wing back Jack 
Farrington. Farrington 
took it well in his stride, 
and fired a clinical left 
footed shot past the near 
post of the Cardiff 
Airport stopper to send 
the Cowbridge Town 
players into rapturous 
celebrations. 

The final whistle 
almost immediately 
followed to signal the 
end of 90 minutes, with 
extra time needed to 
decide the outcome of 
the Cup. 

Renowned for their 
fitness Cowbridge Town 
would have fancied their 
chances but Cardiff 
Airport started brightly 
in the early stages, 
forcing Cowbridge Town 
to defend well to keep the 
score level. Cowbridge 
maintained a threat 
meanwhile, but after a 
spell of decent pressure 
on the Town box Airport 
won a penalty, and with it 
a chance to take a 
significant step forwards 
towards winning the 
Cup. 

However, Town 
refused to lie down, with 
Cowbridge goalkeeper 
Ian Bavey guessing the 
right way and palming 
the penalty behind for a 
corner kick. Bouyed by 
their ’keeper’s brilliance 
Town pushed forwards 
and earnt a dangerous 
free kick on the left hand 
side. 

Wing back Jack Gavin 
produced a typically 
accurate cross which was 
met oncemore by Town 
goalscorer Maurice to 
send Cowbridge into a 3- 
2 lead in extra time. 


Perhaps sensing how 
close they were to the 
Cup the following 
minutes were frantic for 
Town, with a slight 
change in shape 
producing confusion in 
the side. Airport, clinical 
all day, didn’t need a 
second invitation and 
dramatically clawed 
themselves back once 
more in this topsy turvy 
affair. 

The heavy pitch meant 
many players were now 
out on their feet, but the 
intensity didn’t drop and 
it took heroic blocks 
from both Matthew Little 
and Daniel Hughes to 
keep the scores level and 
send the match into a 
penalty shoot-out. 

Despite the emotion of 
the game both sides 
began with three

Cowbridge under-13s
